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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Examiner acknowledges Applicant's response filed 10 November 2008 
containing amendments to the claims and remarks. 

2. Claims 1-7 and 10-37 are pending. 

3. Claims 1-7 and 10-37 are allowed in view of Applicant's amendment to the 
claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -7 and 1 0-37 are allowed. 

5. The following is Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to Applicant's claim 1 (from which claims 2-7 and 10-17 depend), 
claim 18 (from which claims 19, 20, 21, and 36 depend), and claim 22 (from which 
claims 23-25 and 37 depend), neither Andon (US 4,082,513) nor Erickson (US 
4,769,127) discloses or otherwise suggests a mobile catalyst injection system 
comprising, in part, a process controller and/or flow control device coupled to a 
transportable platform or catalyst reservoir and adapted to deliver a "metered amount" 
of catalyst from the catalyst reservoir to a fluid catalyst cracking unit. 

With respect to Applicant's claim 26 (from which claims 27-35 depend), neither 
Andon nor Erickson explicitly discloses or otherwise suggests a method for process 
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control in a fluid catalytic cracking system comprising, in part, injecting a "metered 
amount" of catalyst from a mobile catalyst injection system into a fluid catalytic cracking 
system.
